America is beating its plowshears 
into swords and its stablehands into 
armorers. Racing has been stopped 
entirely within the borders of the 
United States, and that small rem- 
nant of its eligible manpower which 
had not already gone into uniform or 
into war work is now turning to the 
farms and factories to help ‘“‘get it 
over with.” 

On the country’s Thoroughbred 
breeding farms—most of which are 
just plain farms, raising Thorough- 
breds along with cattle, pigs, sheep, 
chickens, corn, wheat, oats, tobacco, 
and other things—there is a painful 
shortage of labor. It is no longer 
possible to give anything approach- 
ing pre-war attention to breeding 
stock, foals, and yearlings. Most of 
the ‘“‘horse help” consists of old men 
and men with disabilities which unfit 
them for more essential work, and 
in most parts of the country there 
appears to be a shortage even of 
such workers available for handling 
horses. 

Still there is a most confident feel- 
ing among the breeders of Thorough- 
bred horses. A big crop of foals is 
beginning to arrive and plans are 
being made for a still bigger crop in 
1946. 

In the principal breeding areas 
there are probably more stallions be- 
ing advertised than ever. before.

United States, where all sections de- 
voted in any way to Thoroughbred 
breeding are suffering directly and 
indirectly through the curtailment of 
racing, the future of the Thorough- 
bred industry in Texas and the 
Southwest is a trifle clouded, and 
while there has been no serious re- 
trenching or liquidation of breeding 
interests, the present picture is dark 
and dreary enough to cause all breed- 
ers hereabouts to stop, look, and 
listen very attentively to what 1945 
holds for them all. 

Thoroughbred breeders, however, 
on the whole are a rather optimistic 
lot, be they from Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Virginia, California, New Jer- 
sey, or even Texas, and they can 
generally find a ray of sun shine 
through the darkest clouds. This 
latest ban, therefore, can be taken 
in stride, and while it may tempor- 
arily halt Thoroughbred activities, 
especially among those who are a 
trifle shortsighted, it will not have a 
lasting effect. So much for that. 

Texas and Southwestern breeders, 
never favored with too bright a spot 
in the Thoroughbred sun, although 
some of the Lone Star gallopers have 
gone on to fame and glory on the 
Nation’s big time tracks, have found 
a good outlet for their charges down 
in Old Mexico, and quite a number of 
racing stables, owned by Texans,

The Rev. Edgar Astley Milne, M. F. H. 


Born November 3rd, 1862—Died January 29th, 1945

“Jack’’ Milne—the Reverend Ed- 
gar Astley Milne, to give him his pro- 
per title, was born on November 3rd, 
1862, and educated at Charter House 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, and 
subsequently at the Leeds Clergy 
School, under Doctor Gott, the late 
Bishop of Truro. On leaving’ the 
Clergy School in 1886, he became 
Curate of Ashstead, Surrey, a post 
which he held four years, leaving 
there for the Rectorate of Shenley, 
Bucks, where he remained until 
1900, when he took over the Master- 
ship of the Cattistock Country. A 
splendid example of the sporting 
Cleric, Mr. Milne began his hunting 
when he was a boy. While at Cam- 
bridge he was Master of the Trinity 
Beagles, 1883-1885, and later found- 
ed the North Bucks. Harriers, hunt- 
ing them for seven years, 1893-1900, 
at which time he was elected to the 
Mastership of the Cattistock, where 
he remained until his hunting career 
was ‘over, in 1931. When Mr. Milne 
first came to the Cattistock, he 
hunted regularly four days a week; 
but although he killed 347 brace of 
foxes in his first four seasons, the 
vulpine population increased so 
steadily that it was decided to hunt 
six days a week— a practice which 
was kept up for many years. Mr. 
Milne himself hunted hounds four 
days a week, using two packs, which 
belonged to the Country, for that 
purpose, and leaving the other two 
days to be hunted by his Joint, Col- 
onel W. F. Fuller, this arrangement 
continuing until 1910, when the 
latter took over the Mastership of 
the Cricklade division of the V. W. 
H., taking his own pack with him. 

This is not a history of the Cat- 
tistock Hunt, and I do not, at this 
time, propose to enter into a detail- 
ed account of the vicissitudes of the 
Dorsetshire pack. Suffice it to say 
that, until his resignation, in 1930, 
Mr. Milne was always in charge of 
the hunting; and although he had at 
times Assistant Masters, his was the 
ruling spirit and to him should be 
given the credit for the breeding of 
a pack which made a great name for 
itself in West Country foxhunting 
history, as well as on the flags at 
Peterborough. I first met Mr. Milne 
in 1912, when I came to England to 
hunt, and I think perhaps it might 
be worthwhile to quote from a let- 
ter written by me to a friend in 
America, telling of my first visit to 
the “Sporting Parson’’.— 

“On Friday, March gth, we arrived 
at Maiden Newton shortly before 
4:00 o’clock. It was a long trip 
down from London, but every bit of 








the country was new to us and time 
went quickly till we got off our train, 
where we were met by a trap which 
Mr. Milne had sent for us. Milne 
himself was out hunting and we 
were greeted by Mrs. Milne, a charm- 
ing woman of about forty-five, and 
her daughter. After Tea, we walked 
about a mile to the kennels, where 
we had a sort of cursory glance at 
hounds, and then, just as we were 
going home, the Master himself 
came in. That evening after dinner 
we began to talk ‘hound’ and we 
only stopped when we went to bed 
after midnight. I had a good chance 
to size up my host,—a spare, sandy- 
haired, clean-shaven chap of about 
fifty; as hard and fit as could be, 
with a great sense of Humour and a 
great knowledge of hounds. [ like 
him immensely; he is a sportsman 
to the core, generous to a degree, 
and hospitality itself. 

“Ten o’clock next morning found 
us in the saddle—there are no mot- 
ors at Chilfrome—and on our way 
to kennels for the hounds, 19 1-2 
couple of the dog pack. Not any- 
thing extra to look at, but big-bon- 
ed and workmanlike looking—like 
their Master, who hunts them him- 
self. It was quite a long hack to the 
meet, and as we jogged over the dirt 
roads, unspoiled by the advent of 
the tarmac which the coming of the 
motor car has been made necessary 
in more thickly-populated districts, 
I eyed with many misgivings the 
obstacles which one sees in Dorset. 
It was a rainy day and the Field 
was small—about sixty. Few ladies 


and many farmers. Four or five 
scarlet coats—not more—and iots 
of cords and black coats. Little 


style and much keenness. One could 
tell at a glance that these people 
hunted because they loved it,—not 
because it was ‘the thing to do. 
“Hounds moved off and began to 
draw a thickish place, and present- 
ly a fox went away, with hounds 
close at his brush. They worked 
well, sticking to him through some 
thick covert, and we had a nice gal- 
lop—enough to get one used to the 
banks—and then, after perhaps 
twenty-five minutes, hounds ran 
into and killed their fox. After that 
we drew Pen Wood, a biggish place, 
and two more big woodlands, with- 
out result, and I began to get dis- 
couraged; but presently Milne said, 
‘I think we’d better go into Mel- 
bury Wood, where we can be sure of 
a good find.’ So we got our second 
horses and trotted away for about 
two miles to Melbury Park, the

At 10:00 A. M. on Saturday, March 
31st, 1945, the Brandywine Hounds 
marked a fox to earth after a sharp 
run of fifteen minutes, and, as the 
temperature was then well above 
seventy degrees and they had had a 
good, fast run of some forty-five 
minutes after a fox found at 8:20 
that morning, it was decided to eall 
it a day. So the notes of the horn 
at the earth marked the end of the 
fifty-second season of this pack. 





The season of 1944-45 was really 
an excellent one, despite the fact 
that hunting was prevented by snow 
and ice from January 15th to Febru- 
ary 7th. Scenting conditions, while 
poor in the early autumn because of 
the drought of last summer, were 
later excellent. There were only 
four blank days, all unfortunately on 
Saturdays, but on two of them 
hounds went away on deer before a 
fox was found. 

The pack gave their best all sea- 
son. We started with seventeen 
couples, there being no young entry 
last Fall, and ended the season with 
only thirteen couples, all veterans 
who worked together with precision 
and complete trust. They are to be 
reinforced by a promising young en- 
try of six couples when cubbing com- 
mences in August. 

To take a look at the summary of 
the season’s sport as shown in the 
Master’s diary: ; 

Hounds met sixty-five times by 
regular appointment and including 
cubbing had eighteen bye-days, a 
total of eighty-three days as against 
ninety-one the previous season. They 
found and hunted one hundred forty- 
two foxes, many of the same foxes, 
of course, being hunted repeatedly. 
Forty foxes were marked to earth. 
The Master hunted the hounds fifty- 
eight times and Frank Turner hunt- 
ed them twenty-five times and whip- 
ped-in the other days. Mrs. Mather 
acted as Fieldmaster all season, and 


we don’t recall a single day when 
she failed to keep the Field with 
hounds, providing they kept with 


her. One or more of the Master’s 
daughters acted as whipper-in each 
day. 

The Field throughout the season 
was about normal, as most of the 
regular followers can hack to meets. 
The largest meets drew from forty 
to fifty and the average meet from 
ten to fifteen. 

Deer has become a serious prob- 
lem. We found deer on eleven dif-

ferent days, and had more or je, 
luck in stopping hounds. The total 
number of deer seen was twenty-five 

For some years we have adopted 
system of stars in the diary to grag 
the day’s hunting.

Notes From 
Great Britain 


By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 





Cleveland, One Of Britain’s 
Oldest Shows, Will Be 
Revived This Year 


There are to be more agricultural 
and horse shows this season and 
amongst those to be revived is the 
Cleveland—one of the oldest in the 
country. It was at this show that 
classes were first introduced for 
foxhounds, at which leaping contests 
were introduced, and at which one 
always Saw good classes of hunters 
and Cleveland Bays. So we will again 
this season. 

Stockton-on-Tees is to stage a 
new show this season, and the en- 
thusiasts who have worked so 
hard to organise this addition to the 
list have a lofty objective—a two or 
three days’ show in the future, with 
big prize money. They are starting 
well, mean business, and have been 
endeavouring to convince the town 
authorities that such an agricultural 
exhibition as they intend theirs to 
be will bring so much money into 
the town that it is worth £1000 sup- 
port from town funds. There is no 
question about the Cleveland Show 
being a success, It has a long tradi- 
tion behind it, it is held by the sea 
on Redcar Racecourse, and has all 
the advantage of the stabling on the 
spot. 

Iam inclined to think that the 
new venture on Tees-side will also 
be a success, even though we are told 
that except for the big county shows 
and a few like the Cleveland and 
Stokesley, (which have become red 
letter days in the calendar over a 
wide area), the days of local agri- 
cultural exhibitions are over. Time 
was when amost every village of any 
size had its show, which served the 
double purpose of education and a 
local holiday. Now, when travel is 
so much easier, only the _ bigger 
shows fulfill the original objective, 
and some of them have to resort to 
all manner of extraneous sidelines 
to ensure a “gate” big enough to 
pay expenses. This often means that 
eighty per cent of those who attend 
have little or no interest in the 
stock or farm produce, being attract- 
ed by the leaping contests and the 
“All the fun of the fair’? element. 


An Equine Love Story 

The horse is a gregarious animal 
by nature. In its wild state it lives 
and feeds together in numbers, and 
in hunting and farm stables we have 
known many instances of horses 
which no halter or head-collar would 
hold when the stable companion at- 
tached in bonds of friendship, is tak- 
en out and they are left. Similarly on 
show-ground, in the hunting field, 
and in the race paddock, most of us 





recall the loud and insistent whin- 
nies for absent friends, and demon- 
strative joy when a re-union takes 
place. Similarly, when horses run- 
ning out together are’ separated, 
there are countless instances of al- 
most impossible places being jumped 
in endeavours to rejoin companions 
which have been removed. In this 
connection Mr. L. Oakes of Pershore, 
(a real horse lover) sends me what 
he rightly describes as ‘fan equine 
love story.” 

On his farm he had a good all- 
round worker called Peter, which 
he bought from an [Irish dealer’s 
drove, but which was very much 
like a Cleveland Bay in type, dating 
back perhaps, to the time when the 
late Lord Fitzwilliam sent a num- 
ber of Ceveland Bay stallions to im- 
prove the horses on his Irish estate. 
Peter was given the next stall to a 
mare called Crystal, which Mr. 
Oakes had pought from a hunting 
farmer. These horses, which some 
others, were turned out every night 
and Crystal and Peter, were insep- 
arable. 

Unfortunately the former got a 
piece of iron stuck in a hind pastern, 
and after a fortnight’s treatment 
had to be sent to the Hunt kennels. 
The following day, when at lunch, 
Mr. Oakes saw Crystal walk into the 
yard and push open the stable door. 
Later Miss Oakes found her stand- 
ing disconsolate in Peter's stall. 
She had jumped out of the field, ob- 
viously to look for his companion, 
and Mr. Oakes adds, “It was most 
pathetic, as never before had the 
mare gone into any but her own stall 
on coming in from the pasture.” 
Master Of Hounds And Swearing 

A well-known Turf old-timer writ- 
es to me, “You won’t remember 
Hall Court running in seven succes- 
sive Grand Nationals, and twice fin- 
ishing second—beaten by Alcibiadie 
and The Colonel. He was owned by 
Capt. J. M. Browne. That good 
sportsman as Maj. Browne, was Mas- 
ter of the S. Staffs Hunt from 1872 
to 1885. Can you:tell me if he was 
Master of the Wheatland prior to 
this?”’ 

The owner of Hall Court went to 
see the Wheatland prior to buying 
Lord Anglesey’s hounds and taking 
the §S. Staffs country, and hunting 
there for thirteen seasons. One of 
the Wheatland Hunt Committee who 
met him at the kennels said, “If you 
take our country I hope you won’t 
swear at us as our late Master did. 
His language was awful, and we 
don’t like it’. Evidently Maj. 
Browne didn’t like the look of the 
hounds and was not impressed very 
favourably with the committee for 
he replied: ‘‘Gentlemen, I am in 
want of a pack, and I was/in hope 
the Wheatland would suit me. I find 
it won’t. If I had come here I should 
probably not only have sworn at 
you, but laid my whip across your 
shoulders. I wish you good day!”’

Every year when 
lambs begin to appear, a few dogs 
go back to the wild and, after run- 
ning sheep ‘for fun’, taste warm red 
blood, and forthwith become real 
gangster murderers with full intent 
and enjoyment of their crimes. Then 
comes the annual outcry about the 
number of stray dogs, and the men- 
ace they are to flocks. There are in- 
variably a few court actions which 
invariably go against the dog owner 
(sometimes not the right one!), and 
many scares as to ‘killer dogs’ at 
large. 


Half of all this is born of fear 
rather than actual damage done or 
loss sustained; although a “blood 
lust” smitten dog, or even a sheep 
chaser, may corrupt the manners of 
other dogs in the locality and cause 
real havoc amongst flocks of ewes 
in ‘an interesting condition’, It is 
all very well to say that dogs not to 
be trusted should be shut up every 
Spring. So they should, but in many, 
if not most, cases the guilty animals 
are the least suspected, and when 
their evil deeds are proved against 
them, no one is more surprised than 
their owners. 


It will interest many to know that 
so long ago as 1795, there was an 
outcry against the number of dog 
in the country, and an agitation for 
a tax. It was estimated that at that 
time there were nearly two million 
dogs in England, and it was urged 
that if a tax was levied half of them 
would be destroyed. It was proposed 
that the remainder be taxed thus:

NATIONAL STALLION 





At long last the National Stallion Roster is published, even 
though it is quite a bit behind time. The usual procedure has been to 
include the Remount owned stallions but as all of the lists have not 
been received, it was not possible to get them in this issue. 

The word worn phrase “racing banned”, caused quite an upset in 
the Thoroughbred breeding ranks but showing their true sportsman- 
ship, the breeders refused to be discouraged and went ahead with 
their 1945 plans. 

In some cases the stallion fees have been reduced but the stand- 
ards of the mares have not been lowered. This season finds most of 
the well known sires still at stud, the ranks having been lessened by 
the death of several during the year 1944. To this roster of names 
have been added names of young sires making their first season and 
not being handicapped by the fact that the prospects for the resump- 
tion of racing are none too bright. 

Speculation runs high as to whether the yearling sales will actu- 
ally be held at Keeneland and Meadow Brook but from all sides comes 
the assurance that the sales will go on as before. The buyers of last 
year’s yearlings have been unable to really test their purchases other 
than at the training tracks. Should racing begin this summer, these 
2-year-olds will not have had a strenuous winter program and should 
give sterling performances when they go to the post. 

In the steeplechasing ranks, comments are heard that the ’chasers 
should be in much better shape for late racing as they have been 
brought along slowly this spring. The older horses have not been 
rushed and the newcomers in the ’chasing company have had more 
time given to their schooling. This training program will be stepped 
up once the green light is given to racing, but meantime they have 
had several months of slow work. 

Taken as a whole, the Thoroughbreds are in good shape to open 
a 1945 racing season and will be at the tracks en masse when the time 


comes. 


The outlook of the breeder has been none too bright but he has 
continued his activities. When the time comes for the foreign coun- 
tries to replenish their Thoroughbred stock, the American breeder 
will have the best in the world to offer to them. This is true only 
because they refused to be discouraged and have continued to produce 
the best.

tion and education in the display 
booths and show rings of our fairs, 
and the expenditure of this racing 
revenue for that purpose carries out 
in a very substantial manner the 
declared purpose of the Racing Law 
—the promotion and improvement 
of agriculture and breeding; 

California fairs increased from 7 
to 62 since the enactment of the 
Racing Law. They represent an in- 
vestment of $15,086,856.39 for 2,732 
acres of fairgrounds and improve- 
ments, according to a 1940 survey by 
the Western Fairs Association; 

A number of these fairgrounds, in- 
cluding the State Fair at Sacramento 
and the Los Angeles County Fair at 
Pomona, which are still being used, 
were taken over and utilized by the 
military, federal and state for war 
purposes; 

The California Horse Racing 
Board, in its Sixth Biennial Report 
for the period ended November 30, 
1944, just submitted to the Governor 
and the Legislature, states:— 

“The progress and expansion of 
the great breeding industry of the 
State, with its investment of many 
millions of dollars, has been highly 
gratifying, breeding stock being con- 
stantly improved and many new 
breeding farms being established. 
The present ban on racing will, of 
course, seriously jeopardize this in- 
dustry.” 

The extent of Thoroughbred breed- 
ing as it has been developed is shown 
by the following California Breeders 
Association information:— 

Membership has increased to 264. 
Total number of breeders—300; 

$50,000,000 (est.) is invested in 
breeding ranches, which are largely 
devoted to beef cattle raising and

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Irish Horse Notes

IRISH SIRES CONTINUED 

Today we will take a flyer down 
to Kilkenny; to the Ballylinch Stud, 
Thomastown, to meet the renowned 
Irish sportsman, Major McCalmont of 
the Tetrarch fame. On our way back 
to Dublin we will stop off at the 
Curragh, Kildare—traditional home 
of the Irish Thoroughbred—to have 
a chat with Rory More O’Ferrall at 
the Kildangan Stud, Co. Kildare. 

The latter is one of the many stud 
farms, breeding farms and racing 
stables that lie around the fringe of 
the great central plain called the 
Curragh. From Kildare have gone 
out to all parts of the world the best 
Thoroughbred racehorses, sires and 
broodmares that have ever looked 
through a bridle. This old Curragh 
is musty with equine traditions for 
the past two hundred and fifty years 
since the first two-horse challenge 
races from post to post took place. 
The halls of the numerous manor 
houses that dot the landscape echo 
and resound with the strange stories 
of success and failure that attended 
colorful owners, trainers and jockeys. 
This is another chapter of Irish 
equestrian lore that we will go into 
at length, later. 

We take the train at Kingsbridge 
Station, Dublin, and head southward 
to Kilkenny of the fabled cats which 
fought till nothing was left but their 
tails. This is a fable or rather a 
parable of the incessant rivalry be- 
tween the two boroughs of Kilkenny 
and Irishtown, a good-natured rival- 
ry which has been carried on for 
centuries, and which has been hand- 
ed down from father to son. They 
rival each other in sport and field; 
in stout-hearted men and beautiful 
women. 

From Thomastown we drive out to 
Ballylinch Stud where Dermot Mc- 
Calmont has two sons by Tetratema 
siring. Tetratema has been called 
the best son of the revered old grey 
Tetrarch, by keen sportsmen. In any 
event he is represented here by the 
popular sires Mr. Jinks and Quar- 
teroon. 

Mr. Jinks is out of the bay mare 
False Piety who was got by Lem- 
berg, a Derby winner. 

Jinks won over $100,000 in stakes 
in his racing days, and was reckoned 
as one of the outstanding horses of 
his time. As a two-year-old he won 
the New Stakes at Ascot and topped 
this off by winning the July Stakes, 
the Lavant Stakes, and the Hurst 
Park Great T. Y. O. Stakes. On the 
following year he copped the Two 
Thousand Guineas, the Several Stak- 
es, the Richemount Stakes, and the 
St. James’ Palace Stakes. 

True to the color of his sire and 
grand-sire he is a stalwart grey; has 
sired many recent winners in Ire- 





land and England, and goes to the 
stud at a fee of $400. 

Quarteroon is another grey horse. 
Foaled in 1936, he is out of Colour 
Bar by the high-class Two Thousand 
Guineas winner Colorado. Quar- 
teroon won some nice races at Man- 
chester and Newmarket, and as a 
two-year-old he romped home in the 
Woodcote Stakes at Epsom. He is 
sire of the good winner Lady Juliet. 

It is rare to find such a well-bred 
sire standing at the nominal fee of 
$80, and he will, no doubt, prove a 
strong favourite to the breeder that 
has to watch his pennies. 

And so we leave Kilkenny and the 
cats to Major Dermot McCalmont 
with the sincere wish that Mr. Jinks 
and Quarteroon will fulfill his ex- 
pectations in carrying out the great 
tradition of his beloved old sire, The 
Tetrarch. 

Arriving at Kildare we board our 
jaunting car and drive out to Kil- 
dangan Stud where we find that 
Rory More O’Ferrall has his hands 
full with tending to the wants of 
three young sires, and at the same 
time running his successful racing 
stable. 

Here he has the sires Khosro and 
Antrim, the property of the Rt. Hon. 
Sir Percy Loraine, and Flyon—a new 
arrival at the Kildangan Stud who 
was bred by Lord Milford and was 
sold at the Newmarket December 
sales. Antrim, a brown horse foaled 
in 1937, is a descendant of the fly- 
ing Pretty Polly, supposed to be the 
greatest filly of all times. 

He is by Trimdon out of Annabel 
by Blandford out of Arrabella by 
Buchan out of Polly Flinders by 
Polymelus out of the immortal Pretty 
Polly. Phew! we got that off our 
chest. Pretty Polly! What memor- 
ies the mention of her name evokes 
in the minds of sportsmen from the 
British Isles! What delightful nos- 
talgia! The mention of Pretty Polly 
to sportsmen has the effect of the 
knell of a clear-cut gong sounding 
out of the mists of equestrian antiq- 
uity. We remember in our younger 
days in Ireland seeing the old stero- 
typed prints of Bendigo, Bend Or, 
and Pretty Polly hanging, dust cov- 
ered, on the walls of many stable- 
boys’ quarters, jockey’s rooms, and 
various and sundry pubs and inns in 
our travels from race meet to race 
meet throughout the old country. 
There is scarcely a day passes that 
her name is not mentioned in saddle- 
rooms throughout the British Isles 
when the old stable lads like to 
charm the ears of the young ’uns 
with tales of their past associations 
with great racers. 

However, we will come back to 
Pretty Polly in our future memoirs 
when we are, to use the phrazeology

Khosro is a brown horse foaled in 
1938, by Sir Cosmo out, of a mare 
called Straight Sequence by Strat- 
ford. 

He won the Irish Two Thousand 
Yuineas by two and a half lengths 
from Apocalypse and Etoile de Lyons 
with Sol Oriens, the Hyperion sire 
we covered a couple of articles ago, 
fourth.

Rory O’Ferrall tells us that his 
first crop, now yearlings, are out- 
standingly well proportioned and 
promising.

Virginia Horsemen 
Want More Proven 


Sires In The East 


Question Is Discussed At 
Meeting Of Directors 
In Warrenton 








The meeting at the Warren Green 
Hotel, Warrenton, Virginia, was call- 
ed to order at 3:30 by Major K. N. 
Gilpin, president. Officers and dir- 
ectors present in addition to Major 
Gilpin were Messrs. D. N. Rust, Jr., 
A. Mackay Smith, C. T. Chenery, R. 
L. Humphrey, H. C. Thompson, 
Hubert Phipps and J. North Fletch- 
er. Judge Metzger of Leesburg was 
also present. 

It was decided to dispense with 
the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting. Mr. A. Mackay 
Smith then proceeded to read the 
financial statement covering the re- 
ceipts and expenses for the year 
1944. 

Mr. A. Mackay Smith reviewed the 
report shortly to be published in the 
American Journal of Veterinary Re- 
search of the work on periodic opth- 
almia in horses, by Major T. C. 
Jones, Major Fred D. Maurer and 
Lt. Thomas 0. Roby of the Veterin- 
ary Research Laboratory at the 
Army Remount Depot, Front Royal, 
Virginia. A summary of this report 
in non-technical language has been 
prepared for the Virginia Horsemen’s 
Association by Major Jones. It was 
voted to extend a_ resolution of 
thanks to Major Jones and to print 
and distribute in pamphlet form his 
report to all members. 

The question of the Animal Re- 
search Laboratory, a project prc- 
posed by Dr. R. L. Humphrey, was 
discussed. This enterprise would 
prove a great aid to breeders 12 
securing prompt and accurate infor- 
mation on all types of infections in 
horses, cattle, etc., and afford breed- 
ers the opportunity for immediate 
treatment. Due to the inability in 
securing able technicians, the Lab- 
oratory cannot be set up at the pre- 
sent time, put the motion was made 
and passed that when the project is 
undertaken, the Association will 
lend its full support. 

Major Gilpin discussed the sub- 
ject of the Kentucky and Eastern 
yearling sales to be held at Meadow 
Brook during the month of August. 
The exact date will be announced 
about May ist. It was decided that 
Belmont and Saratoga proved un- 
satisfactory for the sales at the pre- 
sent time. 


Mr. A. Mackay Smith proposed the 
idea that an informal association, 
made up of representatives of the 
various breeders’ associations in the 
East, be established and meet once 
a year. This project met with the ap- 
proval of all those present, and Mr. 
D. N. Rust, Jr., was elected as re- 
presentative from this section when- 
ever such an organization is form- 
ed. It was decided that an associa- 
tion of this type would promote co- 
operation, and a closer alliance be- 
tween all Eastern breeders. 


The desirability of securing more 
proven Thoroughbred sires in the 
East was discussed. It was agreed 
that should any such horses come 
on the market, a syndicate could un- 
doubtedly be formed to acquire 


them, 
Mr. H. C. Thompson discussed the 


inactive state of the heavy draft 
horse market at the present time 
and said that he expected no revival 
until after the war. 

Mr. J. North Fletcher spoke of the 
increased activity in the hunter 
market and urged upon owners of 
good Thoroughbred and _ hunter 
mares the desirability of breeding 
them this season to meet future de- 
mands. 

Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Guest of 
Bayard, Virginia were elected as 
members of the Association and Mr. 
Howell Jackson was made a member 
of the Board of Directors. 

There being no further business 
to come before the meeting, it was 
adjourned at 5:30 p. m.

months, and many of them have full, 
or nearly full, books for 1946. Ina 
few cases bookings are being accept- 
ed as far ahead as 1947. While the 
practice of taking bookings for sev- 
eral seasons ahead has been common 
in England for a long time, in the 
United States it is more or less of an 
innovation, reflecting the eagerness 
of breeders and their high confidence 
in the future. 


Most of the bookings to the princi- 
pal stallions in the country had been 
made before the announcement, on 
December 23, of War Mobilization 
Director James F. Byrnes’ request 
that the race tracks cease operating 
as of January 3, but there were only 
a negligible number of cancellations 
after the announcement of the clos- 
ing of the tracks, and none of the 
cancellations appeared to be trace- 
able to the Government action. 


The Kentucky roster of stallions 
in 1945 is a brilliant one, with the 
ranks of the well known ‘made 
sires’ supplemented by a strong ar- 
ray of recent newcomers, including 
Count Fleet, Alsab, Market Wise, 
Shut Out, Occupation, Whirlaway, 
(whose full crop of foals are now 
arriving), Requested, Our Boots, 
Blue Swords, and other high-class 
performers. It is apparent that 
breeders in the Blue Grass State have 
the privilege of choosing from the 
largest assortment in history of 
proved sires and high-class prospects.

Corral Schooling 





The solid corral on the old Coch- 
ran Farm near Middleburg, Virginia 
now belonging to Major Paul Mellon, 
is a scene of some excitement when 
Jack Skinner and Tiger’s Tail school 
the green ones over the brush jumps. 
But Tiger’s Tail, by *Tom Tiger, is 
the head man at that show. Around 
17 hands and up to any weight, he 
carries Mrs. Jack Skinner, his owner, 
hunting with the Middleburg hounds. 
He also makes a nice quiet lead 
pony when needed. But when he 


gets on the inside of the corral, he is 
like a charger of the middle ages. 
Around and around he thunders with 
Jack atop him cracking a long whip 
at the horse over the jumps. 

The middle of the corral is clut- 
tered with people, boys, and horses 


which stand amazingly quiet wait- 
ing their turn. To go into that cor- 
ral from the big quiet sweep of pas- 
ture land around it, is like being 
dropped into a three-ring circus.

A number 
of breeders likewise, George B. Mc- 
Camey, of Fort Worth, John W. Dial, 
of Goliad, the far famed King Ranch, 
Murchison’s Bluebird Stock Farm, 
Felix DeMary’s Border Stock Farm, 
Alfred McKnight’s Knightshaven 
Stock Farm, for example, have found 
a ready market in Mexico for their 
horses, and quite a flourishing busi- 
ness in now in evidence. 

Not only that, but if one looks 
hard enough one will find newcomers 
in Texas breeding. Dr. Alvis E.

Standing at the Reynolds 
farm is the former King Ranch stal- 
lion, Remolino, by Ariel, and great 
things are expected from this fellow, 
which has already sent numerous 
winners to the races. Other Rey- 
nolds’ stallions include Proph, by 
High Time and Blue Train, by Blue 
Larkspur, currently under lease to 
Ward Holman, San Saba. Reynolds 
Brothers also have access to the

Through the Southwest, most of 
the breeding farms are carrying on, 
in the same good tradition that has 
always featured the Thoroughbred 
industry, and there’ll always be a 
good market for Texas breds. In the 
far South, one finds the pretentious 
breeding establishment owned by D. 
J. Sullivan, San Antonio, owner- 
breeder, who recently bought the 
good Bud Lerner—Maureen O brood 
mare, Lerno, and her three foals, one 
a 3-year-old stud colt by St. Brid- 
eaux, one a handsome 2-year-old 
filly by Nedayr, and a yearling filly 
by the same sire. In addition, the 
mare was in foal for 1945 to *Colo- 
rado Lad, the Reynolds Bros.-Mc- 
Camey owned English stallion, now 
standing at the McCamey farm, south 
of Fort Worth. 

Sullivan intends to use the stud 
colt, which is named Lernst, for 
breeding if the racing ban is con- 
tinued. The youngster had blazing 
speed, and looks cut out to be a good 
stallion. ; 

Among the newcomers to Texas is 
Sam Orr, well known turf figure, 
who recently bought a nice farm near 
irapevine, and will breed on a minor 
scale in coming years.

For the next forty 
nisutes we rode to the cry occas- 
ionally, but more often we got news 
ot them from a farm hand. Back 
to Pen Wood we galloped as hard 
is we could lick it, and then left- 
handed to where the meet had been, 
ind finally we saw them about half 
, mile away, streaming across a 
jitle valley. Milne took a short cut 
ad in ten minutes we were on 
ierms with them again (4:40 P. M.) 
How they did drive on. Never a 
check, never a falter. People began 
io drop out after we had crossed a 
it of deep going, and at five o’clock 
there were nine left in the Field. 
Soon there was a check caused by 
sheep, but Milne cast them quickly 
fr'rard, and for a time it looked 
like a good end. At 5:20, however, 
the fox ran into a farm-yard and 
messed hounds up a pit, and though 
awelcome holloa saved some delay, 
he saved his brush; for we finally 
nn him into a drain in the court- 
yard of an Inn, at 5:45—two hours 
ad twenty minutes. About the best 
hunt I've seen so far.” 

Apparently it was the best hunt 
Isaw during my visit to England 
that year; for it was to Cattistock 
that I returned when [I came back 
in 1928. My Diaries tell me that 
hounds had lost some of their drive 
and were a bit lacking in voice; but 
the same could not be said of the 
Master; for a more finished Hunts- 
man in his own Country [ never 
aw, It was sometimes said, in the 
dd days, that the great Tom Smith, 
with a stick in his hand, could kill 
a fox, no matter what the hounds 
were; and having hunted many days 
with Jack Milne, I think the same 
could be said of him. Surely, no Mas- 
ter who has carried the horn in Eng- 
land has ever been more beloved by 
his Field, by the farmers of the com- 
munity, and by the hounds he hunt- 
tl. Hemade many sacrifices for 
them; went without the luxuries 
Which many of us deem necessities. 

In 1929, Mr. Milne came to Amer- 
ia to judge at our Hound Show, 
Which was, that year, held at The 
Riding Club in New York. He and 
I'made the trip together, and I 
tow that he appreciated the many 
Kindnesses and hospitalities which 
the hunting men of America meted 
‘tt to him during his visit. 

Just over a month ago, ‘‘Parson 
Mite” died at his home at Comp- 
tm Valence Rectory, near Cattis- 
tock. The little church was filled to 
Werflowing with the old members 
the Cattistock Field, who had 
taunted with him and the farmers 
Md landowners who had always 
Welcomed him and his hounds on 
Mtelr land. It was a very impressive 


gathering, and I am sure that many 
of those there that day felt, as I 
did, that he was already among that 
gallant band of sportsmen who— 
as the Reverend Cecil Ledyard once 
said—are hunting in that beautiful 
grass country where scent is always 
good and there’s never a blank day. 
During the years that I have lived 
in England, since 1928, no period 
has been happier than that in which 
I was Master of the Country over 
which Mr. Milne ruled for so many 
years. It was by his invitation that 
I first visited the Cattistock Coun- 
try over thirty years ago, and it 
was through his influence that I be- 
came first Joint Master with him, 
and afterwards took the Country 
alone. The help which he gave me 
I shall never forget. His memory 
will always be held in affectionate 
regard by all hunting men in Eng- 
land. He was more than a_ great 
Huntsman—he was a great Master. 
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We are going to have breeding in 
1945—-and perhaps more of it than 
for several years past. 

According to Registrar Klees, of 
The Jockey Club, the official com- 
piler of the foaling data and the 
American Stud Book, breeding, 
through the past few years, has not 
kept pace with the expansion in rac- 
ing. 

On the contrary, it has shown 
symptoms of a recession. That it, 
taking the number of foals reported 
as the index. 

For this the expansion of racing 
may have been a strongly contribu- 
tory factor. 

The demand for racing material 
has been so great that many mares 
which otherwise would have been 
retired and bred, have been kept in 
training, even when their usefulness 
was a matter of doubt. 

While, moreover, many have found 
usefulness which ordinarily would 
not have been obtainable. 

But present conditions have radi- 
cally altered this situation. 


The racing black-out has swept 
away the earning capacity of all 
mares, good, bad and _ indifferent, 


young and old, sound and unsound, 
fresh or faded. 

To turn them from liabilities into 
assets the first expedient, and the 
safest one, is—to breed them. 

In this way their services are not 
a total loss. 

On the contrary, what now looks 
like one may be converted into a 
future big asset. 

The same set of conditions has, 
also, greatly enriched the selection 
of stallions to which they may be 
bred. 

A large number of horses, includ- 
ing some very famous ones, will in 
1945 begin stud service. 

Some of them would have done so 
had there been no black-out. But 
many others would not have, they 
would have continued in training as 
before. 

Now. with little prospect of their 
having any earning capacity on the 
race tracks, they can be used for 
breeding purposes, and will be in 
many instances. 

All of which will greatly favor 
mare-owners. 

It not only gives them a wider 
selection from which to pick consorts 
for their mares—it tends to keep 
fees down, from the keener competi- 
tion. 

Anybody who glances over the 
great number of stallions that are 


being offered the public for service 
this spring will, indeed, be impres- 
sed by the reasonableness of the fees 
asked in many cases. 

It is also true that, as a rule, 
those sires for which the top-most 
fees are exacted are those that have 
full books and are “hors concours” 
to the ordinary breeder. 

But is that any reason why the 
ordinary breeder should feel dis- 
couraged? Or “out of it?” 

Not in a thousand years! 

NO—NOT IN TEN THOUSAND! 

Breeding history tells us that a 
host of the greatest race horses and 
largest money-winners that the turf 
has ever known, were sired by stal- 
lions standing for moderate to very 
small fees, and of the variety classi- 
fied as ‘“‘unfashionable.’”’ 

Think of such cases as:— 

Seabiscuit, winner of $437,730. 

Or Alsab, winner of $349,815. 

Or Mate, winner of $301,810. 

Or Top Flight, winner of $275,900. 

Or Exterminator, winner of $252,- 
996. 

Or Mioland, winner of $244,270. 

Or Market Wise, winner of $222,- 
140. 

Or Top Row, winner of $213,890. 


And so on and on and on, through 
a list that, it may almost be said 
“stretches out to the crack of doom.” 

No— it is not necessary to have a 
fancy brood mare and mate her with 
an ultra-fashionable stallion in order 
to breed a champion! 
. By no means. 

So—go to it! 

Never was the opportunity to do 


so more favorable than right now. 
0 
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where racers are concerned. During 
the year 1944 he had three winners 
of five races and two other youngs- 
ters in the money out of a total of 
six starters. At the Meadowbrook 
Sales the last colt sold was by Pas- 
teurized out of *Kiruna by Havelock 
and went for the tidy sum of $5,200. 

Crack Brigade, standing still at 
Crawford Twaddell’s Fair Acres, had 
one good juvenile winner in Cracks 
out of All Rowes who won three 
races and $3,500. Among older 
horses he had Nick, out of Quantico 
by *Sir Greysteel, Guerilla and sev- 
eral other winners. 

Corsican Blade and Cardinals Ring 
are primarily hunter sires, although 
Norman Brown is gentling and 
breaking a couple of Corsican Blades 
that may have something to say when 
racing returns. Royal Baggage, 
standing at Rhodesia is also a hunter 
sire. 

To this list of privately owned 
sires may be added Dr. W. L. Rhoads’ 
two young horses, Fox Brush and 
Ocbro. Fox Brush, a full brother to 
Omaha and Flares is definitely of the 
race horse type and, depending upon 
the quality of the mares he gets, he 
will build his reputation in that 
direction. Ocbro, by Valley Forge 
out of Swaying Flag by Flag Day is 
bred along hunter lines and should 
make an excellent hunter sire. Both 
of these horses were given a few test 
mares last year but this will mark 
their first full seasons at stud. 

There was some talk of Mrs. Sus- 
anne McMasters standing Ellis John- 
son’s Robespierre at Cold Spring 
Farm along with Foray Song, a son 
of *Foray II but lacking confirma- 
tion we cannot say where he will 
stand. It is certain that he will 
make the season and since Paoli and 
Whitford are but a few miles apart 


the indecision will probably not hurt 
his book. 

At Wyola, just above Newtown 
Square, Norman Brown has a strap- 
ping big horse called Crackle. He is 
by Gallant Sir out of Danceaway by 
Whiskaway. It has been opined that 
Gallant Sir is the most likely son of 
*Sir Gallahad III to carry on the 
blood of that good horse. 

Out in Hanover, L. B. Sheppard, 
most famous as a standard bred 
breeder, is standing two stallions. 
Kansas, a good looking bay by *Sun 
Briar out of Galomar, which raced in 
high class company as late as 1943 
and Charing Cross which is already 
known as a fine hunter sire. Getting 
out still further in the state, Richard 
K. Mellon of the Ligonier Country is 
standing Coq De Combat,. whose 
name discovers him to be of the 
famous jumping strain of *0Coq 
Gaulois,-and Rufigi which is an im- 
ported horse, we think and whose 
antecedents have escaped us. 

Bouncing back to the east, Hollie 
Ashby of West Chester is carrying 
Timber Boy into another season and 
the son of Lord Martin—Astoreth 
has a well earned reputation for get- 
ting good looking horses that can 
jump. 

Of the remount sires, Mountain 
Elk is still at Dr. Deublers, up in 
Newtown; E. B. Mitchell is still 
standing My Broom at Harrisburg 
and S. G. Milner still has Pyriform 
at Dunn’s Station. In addition to 
these three Sidney Glass has obtain- 
ed Koodoo, a strikingly handsome 
chestnut by Court Day out of May- 
anel by Lucuillite to stand at his 
place outside of West Chester. A 
handsome beast, this horse should 
get some cracking good hunters for 
Pennsylvania. 

All together Pennsylvania now 
boasts 19 Thoroughbred stallions 
where last year only nine were listed. 

With the constant effort to en- 
courage farmers and small owners to 
breed a few good mares each year 
and already having a host of good 
sires whose fees will not frighten a 
man to death, we should see the 
breeding industry continue to climb 
back to the place it deserted several 


decades ago.
